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16 October 1953 


The Regular Quarterly Meeting of the Board of Trustees 
of The Corcoran Gallery of Art was held at the Gallery this morning 
at 10s30 o'clock. The meeting was called to order by Mr. Glover, 
the other members present being Mes rs. LaC-orce, Fleming, Flannery, 

Long and Hamilton. The Secretary, Assistant Treasurer and Assistant 
Secretary were present also. 

Upon motion duly seconded, the following resolution was 

adopted} 

RESOLVED} That inasmuch as the copies of the minutes of 
the Semi-annual meeting held on 19 June 1953 were mailed to the 
members of the Board, and as no corrections or changes have been 
suggested, they be approved without being reai. 

The printed Annual Report for 1952 was formally presented, 
accepted and ordered placed on file. 

No definite date was fixed for the next meeting of The 
Co -ncilj the Board, however, indicated that there should be a meeting 
early in 1951}. 

Inability to rent the Red Cross area of the Gallsry was re- 

oorted. 

The Secretary then reported the donation of ;;8,000 from 
the District of Columbia Chapter of the American Red Cross and offered 
the following resolution, which, upon motion duly seconded was adopted: 

RFGOLVF.D } That the Board of Trustees extends to the District 
of Columbia Chapter of the American Red Cross its appreciative thanks 
for the check for $8,OCX), a contribution to the general purposes of the 
Gallery for the year 1952. 

Mr. Glover then read to the Board his letter resigning the 
office of the Residency, which was accepted with sincere regret. On 
motion of Mr. Flannery, duly seconded by Mr. Corcoran Thom, Jr., George 
E* Hamilton, Jr., was nominated and unanimously elected to fill the 
vacant office of the President. 

Upon motion of Mr. Fleming, seconded by Mr. Flannery, Corcoran 
Thom, Jr., was nominated and unanimously elected to fill the vacant of¬ 
fice of Second Vice-President. Mr. Thom continues as Treasurer.

’to action was taken to fill the vacancy on the Board. 

The Secretary reported that the revision of the By-laws 
was still being studied by Counsel. 

Then, followed a discussion of placing a receptacle for 
voluntary contributions from ;he public; the natter was referred 
to the Executive Committee for further consideration. 

It was pointed out that the $8,000 derived from the contri¬ 
bution of the Red Cross hitherto counted upon aa income could not 
again be included in estimating income for 195U. The Director was 
requested to make a 1 possible savings short of injuring the opera¬ 
tion of the Gallery in preparing the 1951; budget. 

The Chair then read the letter of Mr. Parulski, Treasurer’s 
Assistant, requesting an increase of GijOO in his salary, retroactive 
to September 1st. After some discussion, the matter was referred to 
the Treasurer for a recoimendation. 

The Secretary presented the report of P. W. Lafrentz & Co. 
covering the examination of the Treasurer’s Report for the five months 
ended May 31, 1953. This report confirmed the Treasurer’s Report and 
it was ordered received and placed on file. 

Mr. Thom then presented his Interim Report and Letter of 
Transmittal which was accented with the grateful than s of the Board. 

Mr. Roberts then presented the Report of the Operation of 
the Budget which showed that our expenditures were generally in line 
with expected expenses. The reoort was accepted with sincere thanks 
to Mr. Roberts. f 

The Secretary then presented a financial report on the opera¬ 
tion of the Cummer School. Re pointed out that the not profit from 
the School was declined from l,lt92.56 in ’1951, to 835.31 in 1952, 
to a new low of 1231.63 in 1953* 

The advisability in view of the above, of abandoning the en¬ 
gagement of a Guest Instructor for 195k Sura or School was discussed, 
but no action was taken. 

The Secretary then reported that Richard A. Staith did not 
feel he was in a position to assume a position as Staff Bookbinder 
on the same general basis as that existing with our Photographer and 
Restorer. The Secretary stated that he hoped that Mr. Smith might be 
in a position to accept by the Annual Meeting.

The Secretary reported the resignations of Mrs. Anne E. 

Crosby and Mrs. “leaner Madeira. 

The Secretary then read excerpts from the Report of the 
Committee on Works of Art and the Art School which was accepted and 
ordered placed on file. 

A leave of absence for Eugen ’.'eisz with full pay until 
January was duly approved. It is hoped that budgetary considerations 
will permit continued financial aid to Mr. Weiss to some degree during 
1951. 

The engagement of John Chapman Lewis as a temporary member 
of the Faculty to fill the vacancy caused by Kr. Weisz’ absence was 
reported. Mr. Lewis' salary is fixed at 31200 for the 6 months. 

The Secretary then presented the following resolution, which 
upon motion, duly seconded, was adopted* 

RESOLVED * That the Board of Trustees of The Corcoran Gallery 
of Art extern! to Kenneth Stubbs sincere thanks and deep appreciation 
for his 17 years of devoted and excellent instruction on the Faculty of 
the Corcoran School of Art, and be it 

RESOLVED FURTHER That his resignation be accepted with genu¬ 
ine regret and with tVie best wishes for his future success and well be¬ 
ing. 

The Secretary reported that Mr. Lahey had asked him to provide 
for increases in the salaries of the Faculty in 195b. He stated that 
he had informed Mr. Lahey that everything possible would be done, but 
that increases were definitely contingent on the ability of the School 
to provide the necessary funds out of income. 

The Secretary reported that registration in the Art School 
shows a decrease of 6 over the preceding year in the adult classes. 

The present enrollment of the children's classes is 122 as compared 
with l£l in 1952-1953, or a decrease of 29. Thus, ther~ is a loss in 
overall enrollment of 35, this being the difference between the total 
enrollment of 1*23 in 1953 as compered with t*58 in 1952. However, ex¬ 
pected additional enrollments in the children's classes will probably 
reduce this loss. 

To date 19 students are taking the Interior Design class, 
which is enough to pay the salary of the instructor and leave a small 
surplus.

Gentlemen: 

The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs 
to submit the following Quarterly report covering the period 
1 June through 31 September 1953. 

During the summer the coffered ceiling of the Rotunda 
in the Clark Wing was painted. The coping on the balcony side 
outside galleries 62 and 63 was repainted where it had been 
stained by leaks from the skylight. In the Art School the hemi- 
cycle and the smoking room were entirely repainted. The bulletin 
boards, model screens and trash cans and model stands were painted. 
The walls of the green corridor and the walls of gallery ij.0 were 
touched up. The new members' room was repainted in accordance 
with a sample provided by Mrs. Rudyerd Boulton of the Women's 
Committee. 


Considerable carpentry work was accomplished. An ex¬ 
haust fan was installed in Mr. Amato’s laboratory to carry off the 
fumes of chemicals. A picture rack was constructed for him to 
hold paintings while they awaited being photographed. Special 
racks to hold post cards for sale were made and a china closet 
was constructed in the maid's pantry. In the Art School a special 
work bench was constructed in the antiaue room. Several of the 
larger screens were cut down to make them more easily portable. 
Easels, stools and sculpture pedestals were strengthened where 
needed. A storage cabinet to hold paints and eouipment for the 
Children's Saturday Morning program was constructed. Two of the 
three exhibition cases given by the Hillcrest Orphanage were re¬ 
fitted with casters and placed in the Children's gallery (No. 50)* 

Numerous miscellaneous repairs were also completed. In 
the Art School the parquet floor in Mrs. Sickman's studio and in 
the studio directly beneath the auditorium were repaired. The 
windows in the green corridor and the member's room were checked 
for air leaks. The lock on the E Street door was changed. The 
floors of the print room galleries (39 and U0) were waxed and 
polished. 


In the Art School the windows in the top studio were 
repaired and glass added where needed. The School hallways and 










classroom were cleaned and mopped prior to opening of classes. 
Outside the building the vines were pulled from the north and 
west sides of the Art School and the barberry hedges along 17th 
Street and E Street were removed. Stanchions with ropes were 
provided for the main stairway to bar visitors when the tempera¬ 
ture had passed the 95 degree mark. In the Art School, lockers 
were checked and the locking mechanism put in order where needed. 

The Otis Elevator Company put in resistor tubes in the 
Clark elevator following a m'nor break down in the mechanism. Both 
elevators have been checked and passed on by the District Inspector. 
The Johnson Service Co. adjusted the t^rmostats and air pumps in 
conjunction with the building's heating system. 

During the summer months only two exhibitions were in¬ 
stalled: A Selection of European Paintings in the Members' Room 
and an Exhibition of Painting and Clay Sculpture from the Junior 
League Saturday Morning Children's Classes in Gallery 50 .

1. The Tulipwood Commode, 26.735 (incorrectly 
identified in the June Report as the Kingwood 
Commode, 26.734) has been returned by French & 
Company of New York after extensive repairs and 
restoration, and has been replaced on exhibition 
in Gallery 45. 

2. Miss Sophie de Rosen, of Washington, D. C., has 
been engaged to clean and restore the decoration 
of the Harpsichord, 26.737, which is normally on 
exhibition in the French Salon, Gallery 47. Miss 
de Rosen is to start work on 1st October, and it 
is hoped that her work on the harpsichord may be 
followed by jurther repair of the Clark furniture. 

3. The following paintings have been taken to the 
Restorer, and are at present undergoing treatment 
there: 

Terborch, Portrait of a Lady , 26.173 

Terborch, Portrait of a Man , 26.174 

In the process of relining these paintings, Mr. 
Quandt found on the backs of the original 
canvases inscriptions which would appear to be 
of 18th century date, identifying the subjects 
a.s Gerhard van Lughtelen, Burgermeister of the 
Dutch city of Deventer, and his wife Maria. 

Research is now under way to ascertain the birth 
and death dates of these subjects, with a view 
to establishing a rough date for the paintings. 
(Terborch was a resident of Deventer during most 
of his life.) 

4. Mrs. Joan Prentice von Erdberg, co-author of the 
catalogue of majolica in the Walters Art Gallery, 
has agreed to come to Washington during the week 
of November 9th to examine the majolica ware in 
the Clark Collection 

5. The Keeper has continued to work on the preparation 
of the Catalogue of Dutch and Flemish Painting. 

6. No progress was made on the reinstallation of the 
Greek Antiquities.
